Stresses Difficulties Con- 
fronting Struggling Young 
Physician

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“The grandeur and romance of 
medicine appear only-to those look- 
ing in from the outside. A ‘doctor 
receives more kicks than halfpen- 
nies,” said Dr. Simpson, Associate 
Dean of the Faculty of Medicine, 
addressing the first meeting of the 
McGill Pre-Medical Society yester- 
day. 

Acting as adviser to the newly- 
formed club, Dr. Simpson outlined 
the primary object which such a so- 
ciety should keep in view: “To en- 
to become ac- 
quainted and to discuss their com- 
mon interests with members of the 
Medical Faculty.” 

“Although society generally is not 


‘getting adequate medica! care, there 


are so many doctors in the large 
cities that the average income is 
small,” the speaker continued, em- 
phasizing the difficulties to be en- 
countered by the young physician. 
“Ninety-five per ‘cent, of the stu- 
dents first entering Medicine think 
they will be great surgeons or re- 
search workers. Less than one per 
cent. actually achieve this ambi- 
tion, | 
- Attitude of Service, 


“The attraction to Medicine should 
be a desire Lo serve your fellowman 
and your community. Only then 
will you be happy in this profession. 

“Your. pre-medical course is just 
as much a part of your training as 
is the actual medical course,” the 
doctor concluded, “and your pre- 
mecidal record will be considered 
before you are accepted in Medi- 
cine. 

“Although a general knowledge of 
the three basic sciences, and a more 
extensive study of any one of them, 
is necessary, a ‘doctor requires a 
sound mental training, a critical 
judgment, -which- can be obtained 
from the study of any subject,” 

Dr. Simpson was thanked by Jack 
Patrick, newly eletced President of 
the Society. The other officers 
chosen were: Vice-President, Archie 
Cameron, and Secretary-Treasurer, 
Katharine Gordon.

Stressing the fact that the 
science of engineering and civil- 
ization were synonymous, T. 
Hughes and M. Randolph of 
fourth year engineering, uphold- 
ing the affirmaticve of the reso- 
lution, “Resolved that the Science 
of Engineering Contributes More 
to Advancement of Civilization 
than any Other Profession,” de- 
feated the third year team of P. 
D. Tuttle and K. Beecher yes- 
terday afternoon. The debate 
was one of the weekly contests 
sponsored by the Enginecring 
Debating Society and was held 
in the Engineering lecture-thea- 
tre. J. J. Stewart acted as chair- 
man. Professor Wallace of the 
department of Electrical Engin- 
cering was senior judge. 

The affirmative stated .that the 
standard of living had increased 
over ‘700 per cent. since the Indus- 
tria] Revolution,.and that this was 
entirely due to engineering. It was 
their belief that engineering pro- 
gress made the labourer happier at 
his work and that it was wrong to 
believe that there was no beauty or 


poetry in work such as engineering. 


Denying that material progress 
constitutes civilization, the negative 
‘pointed’ to Germany as an example 
of a country where great progress 
had been made in engineering ‘and 
science. However, despite such pro- 
gress they contended that this coun- 
try certainly could not be termed 
civilized. 

The next debate will take place 
on November 30 at 5 p.m. All stu- 
dents, iwaluding co-eds, are invited 
to attend. 


'ARTSMEN ORATORS 


ARGUE TWO ISSUES 


Debating Society Disputes 
‘on Chamberlain’s Policy 
‘and Fraternities 





The Artsmen debaters yesterday 
afternoon removed the pebbles 
from their ‘mouths and delivered 
orations which, even a fastidious 
judge had to admit, “were of un- 
usually high calibre with prevalent 
rhetoric.” 

The .first issue, “Resolved that 
the Chamberlain government is 
working in the best interests of 
peace,” was successfully upheld by 
Glyn Owen and Simon Goldberg. 
The former based his argument 
upon the compulsion’ of all British 
Governments to uphold peace if 
theyare to prevent internal decay 
in the empire. The latter con- 
tended that since ‘‘no sacrifices are 
too great to maintain peace,’ Cham- 
berlain was correct in giving way 
before the dictators in the recent 
crisis, for ‘Hitler was absolutely 
determined in war.” 

The defeated negative side, com- 
posed of Lorne Grinstein and Mar- 
tin Hollinger, vehemently  de- 
nounced the Chamberlain govern- 
ment as “working only for class 
interests,” and condemned its policy 
of isolating “Russia, the staunchest 
supporter of world peace.” “‘Neville 
Chamberlain’s policy is one that 
will lead to war,” they asserted. 

In the second verbal conflict, the 
subject of which was “Resolved 
that Fraternities are an asset to 
campus life,” Joe Berman and 
Lloyd Henderson, the affirmative 
side, were victorious, They pointed 
out the usually high scholastic 
standings of Fraters, and, armed 
with statistics, showed that many 
succcessful men were members of 
fraternities. / 

Gui Caron and: E. Goldman, the 
vanquished upholders of the nega- 
tive side, attempted to portray the 
disadvangtages of fraternity life, 
the isolation caused, and its un- 
democratic principles. |

SOCIETY HEAR 
TALK BY HEBB 


Discusses Bet of of Brain Oper- 
ations on Intelligence

Psychological Society Out- 
line Plans for Discussions — 
by Students

“The brain has nothing to do with 
intelligence is almost what it boils 
down to,” stated Dr. Hebb last 


night before the Psychological So- 
ciety in the Arts Building at its 
first discussion meeting since the 
society was reorganized. 

Dr. Hebb, of the Montreal Neur- 
ological. Institute, gave a short talk 
on “The Effect of Brain Operations 
on Intelligence,” in which he show- 
ed. that the localization of such in- 
tellectual ‘functions as moral sense, 
intelligence, and orientation was a 


[mistake in the work of the early 


phychologists, “Fairy tales,” he call- 
ed these theories, and cited cases 
where brain tissues was removed in 
the parts supposedly governing these 
functions without any effect on 
them. 

Dr. Hebb continued his address 
by showing the effect of removing 
the frontal lobe of the brain. He 
stated that it would be impossible 
to detect: a person, whose frontal 
lobe had been removed, from his 
behaviour or intelligence. The sig- 
nificance of this led to the belief 
that the loss of moral sense is not 
due to the removal just of the brain 
tissue, It is due to the pathological 
changes that occur in that brain 
tissue, 

From this it was concluded that 
no study of localization of function 
in the human and also the animal 
brain is based on diseased condi- 
tions or caused by accidents. Dr. 
Hebb then pointed out that there 
was no good evidence of bad effects 
of brain operations on the intelli- 
gence or personality of a patient. 

In concluding, Dr. Hebb cited 
cases of the complete removal of 
one hemisphere of the brain, leav- 
ing the base of the ganglia in place. 
In three cases of good survival 
there was no bad effect on the 
intelligence or personality after the 
operation. «These results substan- 
tiated the theory that a person can 
get along with one brain the same 
way as one with one lung, Re- 
ports of cases where tissue was re- 
moved from both: frontal. lobes 
showed that there was “profound 
and serious deficit in intelligence.” 
However, Dr. Hall cited a case re- 
cently conducted at the Neurologi- 
cal Institute which tends to dis- 
prove the validity of the above 
results,

WOLF AMONG WOLVES, by Hans Fallada; 
Putnam, London, 1938. pp. 966; $2.50. 


Mr. Fallada has again written a novel about 
life in Germany after the War. It seems to be 
his special field of endeavour to present the 
dark side of things in a country which had been 
drained of its material and spiritual resources 
by a world-shaking conflict. This time, how- 
ever, the author has gone about telling his story 
in a rather novel manner. His characters are 
silhouetted against individual backgrounds, and 
are not interrelated until well past the middle 
of the book. This type of composition makes 
the book a study of an era rather than the de- 
lineation of a group of people. We are con- 
fronted with the individual difficulties and 
problems of the characters only as a means 
towards the presentation of an integrated pic- 
ture of a definite post-war period—the days 
of the inflation, 

The characters presented by Mr. Fallada are 
far from ideal, They are a group of dissolute, 
weak, war-weary, and bewildered people. The 
only character which is not affected by the 
hysterical tempo of the time seems to be the 
young girl, Petra Ledig, whose faith in human 
nature and whose sense of values is reminiscent 
of a more firm and saner Germany than the 
one depicted in the book. The time is 1923, 
and the cduntry is starving by the grace of the 
Allies, The American dollar is the basis of cur- 
rency fluctuations, and its value rises from day 
to day. Labour is abundant, but people are 
unwilling to sell it because the currency which 
they receive in return becomes worthless al- 
most overnight. Loose morals, riotous living, 
theft and social disorganization are everywhere 
in evidence. Germany is a country on the brink 
of an abyss, with the odds against its salvation. 
Poverty and hunger rule the land. Such is the 
picture presented by Mr. Fallada. 

Although the book is rather lengthy, it 
nevertheless forms good reading and creates 
absorbing interest. It presents the various poli- 
tical aspects of the situation, and compares the 
reactions of representative types of the popu- 
lation to the ever-changing scene. A certain 
portion of the book deals with the preparations 
and eventual failure of the “Beer Hall Putsch.” 
The descriptive passages are extremely well 
done. 

We don’t know by what means Mr, Fallada 
has ingratiated himself with the Nazi authori- 
ties, but the fact that this book appeared in 
Germany in 1937 shows that he is not proscrib- 
ed by Mr. Goebbels. Certainly the half-sym- 
pathetic manner in which the author treats 
everything pertaining to the “Putsch” leads one 
to think that his sympathies lie partly in the 
direction of the new Germany as set forth by 
Mr. Hitler et al. —L, N,P,

THREE NOVELS: Uncle Moses 176p.; Chaim 
Lederer’s Return 116p.; Judge Not— 127p; 
by Sholem Asch, translation by Elsa 
Krauch; Putnam's N.Y. 1938; $3.00. 


With the exception of a long out of print 
version of UNCLE MOSES, this is the first 
English translation of these novels of Mr, Asch. 
The author writes in Yiddish on a subject that 
is to most of us unusual and fascinating—the 
varied stories of the lives of his Russian and 
Polish Jewish compatriots who come to New 
York, the mecca of all emigrants, seeking fin- 
ancial security and success. 

Mr. Asch is a Jewish novelist and play- 
wright of considerable note. Born at Koutno, 
near Warsaw, Poland, of poor Jewish parents, 
with only the Bible and Hebrew religious writ- 
ing by which to educate himself, and forced 
at the age of sixteen to earn his own living, 
he became well acquainted with the poverty 
and the sweat shops of which he writes so well. 
Although his works have been translated into 
many languages, and his first introduction to 
Yiddish readers in America came in 1908, it 
was not until 1917 that a translation of any of 
his work into English appeared, 

Various critics have described Mr. Asch 
as a realist and an epic writer, as being a poor 
stylist, creating scarcely one sentence that could 
be parsed readily, as having a love for the earth 
and finding pleasure in sensuous beauty, and 
finally as being on a level with Hamsun, Shaw, 
and Thomas Mann, 

He is accused of sentimentalizing his char- 
acters. This is most noticeable in UNCLE 
MOSES, the first of the three novels. It tells 
the tale of a’ Polish Jew who comes to New 
York, sets up a sweat shop in the Bowery 
and sends for his fellow countrymen to come 
out and work for him. It deals with the failure 
of his first marriage and his second attempt, this 
time seeking happiness. His efforts at rejuven- 
ation during the second trial are painful to 
watch but vivid. Vivid too is the picture of 
Uncle Moses, an old man, unwanted, and only 
tolerated at the factory which he had ruled ab- 
solutely. The novel ends with the sudden revel- 
ation to Uncle Moses of his young life as the 
real one, but due to its unsteady foundation, 
his efforts at building again were doomed to 
failure before he tried.

It has often been said that the univer- 
sity graduate takes over where the untrain- 
ed man stops. More and more we are faced 
with the trend in modern business to em- 
ploy college-bred men in preference to all 
others. This trend substantiates the super- 
iority of these men in the field of business. 
They are, therefore, creating a new profes- 
sion—that of executives. It seems a rather 
deplorable fact, then, that a business execu- 
tive or a professional man who has had the 
advantages of a high order of education 
and training should be unable to command 
a salary which barely reaches the $3,000-a- 
year mark, and which is barely more than 


that paid to the average ailcd workman! 
HOT SPOTS 
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emigrant who comes to New York and achieves 
success and a fine establishment in a good dis- 
trict of the city, But here the emphasis is on 
the dissatisfaction Chaim feels when he retires, 
while still hale and hearty, from his business for 
which he has been driving himself unceasingly 
since he was young. During those years, he has 
kept the idea that there is a satisfying philo- 
sophy of life and it is the thought of finding 
it that finally persuades him to retire. He wants 
the time to study and search for it. But he 
misses his work, cannot find his idea), and be- 
comes irritable and disgusted and dissatisfied. 
He cannot recapture his youth’s ideals. Re- 
lizing that fact, after a bitter struggle, he re- 
turns in the end to the work at which he first 
started and gains thereby a’ measure of con- 
tentment, 

JUDGE NOT—, the last of these novels, has 
a rather startling similarity to Dreiser’s novel 
An American Tragedy, in its “stream of con- 
sciousness” treatment of a murder trial. The 
setting is that of the Jew, Max Stone, vice- 
president of a New York bank, who, finding 
that his wife is unfaithful, decides to make a 
break but hates the publicity. In a flash Max 
finds himself a murderer and is sent to prison 
with the evidence against him damning. It is 
while he is there and later in Sing Sing, await- 
ing death but hoping for a pardon that Asch 
sounds a note made familiar in Dreiser’s analy- 
sis of Claude Griffith’s thoughts and feeling in 
a similar situation. This novel is more nearly 
typical of some of our own English novels and 
has more plot end less characterization than the 
other two, ! 

However the THREE NOVELS is an inter- 
esting collection and to those who have read 
his THREE CITIES, they will:be a further proof 
of his ability as a novelist, and to those who 
read his work for the first time they will gain 
him many enthusiasts, —M, G. R.

THE WINDSOR TAPESTRY: A Study of the 


Life, Heritage and Abdication of H.R.H. The 


Duke of Windsor, K.G. By Compton Mac- 
kenzie, 591 pp. New York: Frederick A, 
Stokes Company. $3.75, 


The Duke of Windsor has not cut a suffi- 
ciently heroic figure to please his admirers, and 
Mr, Compton Mackenzie, with his customary 
chivalry, sees himself as a valiant knight rid- 
ing in the lists to maintain the honour of his 
Prince, 

-In a brief sympathetic biography of the 
young Prince of Wales, Mr. Mackenzie unhorses 
Mr. Hector Bolitho, and leaves him grovelling 
in the dust, exposed as a time-server who laud- 
ed King Edward VIII extravagantly and then, 
with a neat volte-face, preceeded to slander the 
Duke of Windsor. 

Mr, Mackenzie delves into the historical 
precedents for morganatic marriages in the 
royal family. The unfortunate possessors of the 
blood royal are revéaled as either happily mar- 
ried to commoners or entirely frustrated in life. 
It will appear that, lacking the support and 
encouragement of true love, royalty, is impotent 
to fulfil its mission, 

Returning to the events immediately pre- 
ceding the “constitutional crisis, “Mr. Macken- 
zie takes to his trusty blade and proceeds to 
cleave Mr, Baldwin from crown to chine, ‘“Hon- 
est Stanley” is shorn of his shining armour and 
revealed as a base opportunist. In 1926 he al- 
lowed the General Strike to develop so that 
he might appear as the Saviour of the Nation. 
His success encouraged him to pursue a similar 
policy with regard to King Edward, The in- 
consistencies underlying Mr, Baldwin’s treat- 
ment of the situation are mercilessly revealed 
and criticized, 

Chief among those who chose to abuse Ed- 
ward after his abdication was the Archbishop 
of Canterbury. In a lengthy paragraph deal- 


ing with the Church of England's attitude to- 


ward divorce, the author demonstrates that the 
Church has really no clearly defined policy, 
and has been compelled, while ostensibly con- 
demning a second marriage on the part of 
divorced persons, to permit its ministers to of- 
ficiate at such marriages. Mr. Mackenzie con- 
cludes that the Archbishop's statements were 
therefore entirely unwarranted if presented by 
the Primate in his ecclesiastical capacity, and 
unworthy if presented by him as a private in- 
dividual üsing his the well-known fact of offi- 
cial position to lend weight to his statements.

cluding the World Disarmament 
Conference.

After the War, Mr. Grant or- 
ganized the European Student Re- 
lief, which later developed into 
the International Student Service. 
After spending four years in New 
Zealand as a secretary of the 
S.C.M., he has been travelling in 
Europe, In 1936 and 1937 he visited 
the United States where he ad- 
dressed students in the University 
of Texas, Oklahoma, Kansas, and 
Missouri. At present, he is on 
another lecture tour in the U\S.A. 
where he has been speaking on the 
following subjects: ‘Post-war. Eur- 
ope,” “Europe Fears War,” “Will 
Japan Dominate Asia and the Paci- 
fic Basin?”, “Soviet Russia,” “The 
British Empire in 1938,” and “Post- 
war -Vienna.” He has a great 
amount of information of the last 
topic in particular, since he was 
residing in Vienna in the early 
twenties, when the _ short-lived 
Socialist government was in power, 
and tells of its creative commun- 
ity, new housing, new schools, its 
new type of life, and how its free- 
dom was finally taken away by 
Nazi Germany,
